Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Howell 

et al. (US 2007/0055615 A1 , hereinafter, Howell) in view of Bowers (US 2003/0005455 

A1). 

Consider claim 31 , Howell discloses a method comprising, 

Receiving preferences from a plurality of subscribers (stock traders 25), wherein 

two or more of said preferences specify different subsets of information that are 

available from one of a plurality of data providers (quote server 23) (paragraph 20); 
Sending a request comprising said preferences to said one of said plurality of 

data providers (paragraph 20-21 , preferences are sent to quote server 23 from contact 

server 26); 

Receiving said different subsets of information (paragraph 20-21 , contract server 
26 receives stock quotes from quote server 23); 

Sending each of said different subsets of information to a corresponding one of 
said plurality of subscribers (paragraph 20-21 , contact server 26 sends the stock quote 
to the stock traders). 
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Howell does not disclose aggregating said two or more of said preferences and 
sending a request comprising said aggregated preferences. 

Bowers further discloses aggregating said two or more of said preferences and 
sending a request comprising said aggregated preferences (paragraph 50-51). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to utilize the teachings of Bowers into the teachings of 
Howell for the purposes of increasing the network resources efficiency (paragraph 9- 
11). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's independent claims 1,9, 17, and 25 are each drawn to a method, 

system and computer program product for developing data for a mobile information 
system comprising, receiving information preferences from a plurality of subscribers to 
said mobile information system, wherein each subscriber's information preferences 
specify at least one type of dynamically changing information available from a same 
data source provider that said subscriber desired to receive through subscription to said 
mobile information system, aggregating said information preferences received from said 
plurality of subscribers into aggregated information preferences, wherein at least two of 
said aggregated information preferences correspond to different data of said same data 
source provider, transmitting said aggregated information preference preferences to 
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said same data source provider, and assembling data for said mobile information 
system using said aggregated information preferences. This particular combination of 
elements claimed as Applicant's invention is neither taught nor suggested by the prior 
art.
